LIONESS. 
Tak Property or James Merny, Esq., MP. 

The subject of our illustration is a four-yr-old bay mare by Fandango out of 
Manoouvre, remarkably clever looking, about 15 hands 3 inches in height, of 
great length and substance, and very wiry, She has good arms, thighs, and 
shoulders, well set on, and, although not big in bone, she appears to have a 
deal of wear and tear about her. She was bred by Mr. Thomas Dawson, of 


Middleham (whose brothers trained the first and second in the recent Cesare- 
witch), and was sold by him to Mr. Merry for £200, at two years old. Her sire, 
Fandango, has just been sold to the Emperor of Austria by M. Cavaliero, who, 
it will be remembered, purchased the horse at Sir Tatton Sykes's sale for 500 
guineas, Her dam, Manwnvre, was o brown mare, and is worthy of mention 
as an instance of remarkable “in andin" breeding. She ‘vas bred from ao 
family which came from Mr. Nowell's stud, at Underley, of which every one 
connected with the Turf has heard, in the days of Muley, Muley Moloch, Mar- 
pesia, and Clare (by Marmion), the latter of which is the granddam of Stock- 
well, Rataplan, &c. Manceuvre was bred by an enthusiast in horsefiesh, a Mr, 
Lane, of Tagoldaiy: in Lincolnshire — celebrated, not for the ‘“Ingoldsby 
Legends," but for many a fine run in the annals of the Belyoir Hunt—and was 
by Rector (a son of Muley, and at that time much used as oa hunter sire in 
Lincolnshire), and her dam was also by Muley—an instance this that very 
“in and in” breeding does not always produce softness in the stock, 
as Mancuvre was also the dam of two very stout horses. Red Lion and Wal- 
lace; but they might lay claim to stoutness through their sire, Malcolm, a 
grandson of Dr. Syntax, whereas Lioness is by Fandango, and the first as yet 
of his stock that can compass a distance of ground. At the death of Mr. Lane, 
the breeder of Rector, &c., Mancguvre fell into the hands of a sporting tailor in 
the neighbouring town of Grantham, at a very low figure. The “knight of the 
thimblo,” having a great penchant for thorough-bred horses and the chase, en- 
deavoured, but with slight success, to manufacture Manoeuvre into a hunter, 
but in this capacity, from her very bad shoulders and excessive want of action, 
she signally failed. Not to be beat, however, the tailor changed her from the 
chase to the road, and having a large connection, as itis termed, he rode her 
on his journeys of business. She was always tripping and stumbling but had 
never absolutely come down, until one day having a friend staying with him 
who wished to ride a ‘real thorough-bred,” he treated'him, to a mount on Ma- 
neeuyre, and, combining business with pleasure, away they, went to see the |

scenery and measure the customer. The result {s soon told. The mare, always 
a bad hack, of course was not pereeree by a bad rider, and ere they had gone 
half a mile her knees were badly broken, and the rider very much shaken, 
The Muley being at the time very much sought after, she quitted the road for 
the stud farm, and; becoming the property of Mr. Cook, has shown that the 
best-shaped mares are not always the only onesto trust to, as she was allowed 
by judges to be a cross-made animal, with a bad forehand, but very good loing 
and hind legs. Red Lion and Wallace were much more powerful horses than 
one senevalle meets with, and we donbt not that all who saw Lioness on the 
late Cesarewitch day must agree that she is the best specimen of the stock of 
Fandango who has gone to the Royal stud of Austria for 800 gs, being an 
advance of 300 gs upon the price given at the Sledmere sale. Lioness, up to 
the time of her visiting Newmarket last week, had only performed in public 
twice, and she never ran as a twoyearold. Her only appearance last year 
was at the York August Meeting, where, carrying 8st and ridden by Clement, 
she was beaten off a long way in the Yorkshire Oaks, 1 mile 2 furlongs, won 
by Feu de Joie, 9st, QE.D., 8st 7b, being second, Imperatrice, 8st 101b, third, 
and four others not placed. In August last, at Reading, 7st 111b, she was 
third and last to Golden Dust, 3 yrs, 7st 2lb, for the East Hampstead Stakes, 
mile and a half, Fontenoy, 3 yrs, 7st 3lb, being beaten by a neck only, and 
Lioness a great way astern, which latter performance seems now to have given 
rise to @ variety of rumours not very complimentary to Mr, Merry, or Mat 
Dawson, his trainer, and has awakened the ire of Admiral Rous, Lord Glasgow, 
Colone! Higgins, and a number of others who had looked upon the mare as 
being an exceedingly bad one, but had their eyes opened from the ridicu- 
lously casy manner in which she won the Cesarewitch last week.

RUIFIANISM AND THE PRIZE RING.—DISGRACE- 
FUL PERSECUTION OF A REPORTER, AND COM- 
MENTS ON THE EVENTS OF THE WEEE. 


Wirn the representative of Bells Life and the mejority of. the magnates of 
the Ring in Oxford Gaol, undergoing an incarceration of ten days, it may be 
supposed that the fights of Wednesday came under pecullar and not over- 
enticing prospects. ‘Che delightful people who lately created such a scene in 
the office of Hell's Life, have done their best to damn the a ta of the P.B., 
and to'them may be traced the misfortune which has befallen those highly- 
respectable mon who are now undergoing the degradation of imprisonment 
in Oxford Gaol, for it is impossible to doubt that the Oxford magistrates 
had the Bell's Life expose in view when they gave their unsparingly cruel decision 
on Tuesday last. The blackguard bullies who have, at the most promising 
epoch of the history of British boxing, thus suddenly brought the P.R. to its 
very grave, should now receive the punishment due tothem. Itis a pity that 
the prospects of the Ring should be blighted by them, and, therefore, steps 
should be immediately taken to save the noble old English institution, and 
chagtise its unworthy members, Jt is easily done, Let all sporting journals 
ignore their existence, and they are crushed for ever! A simultaneous move- 
ment must be made, and the task is Bonomiplahed. If these degraded wret- 
ches will fight, let them fight among themselves, and under their own auspices. 
Exglude. notices. of their matches from the columns of the press, refuse 
to ‘hold their stakes, decline the office of referee, and not grant 
them the use of the ropes and stakes of the P.B.A., and o salutary 
lergon will be administered and the evil crashed, The whole system of the 
Prize Ring wants reforming, and a great manyjabuses and errors de its internal 
economy must bo swept away; but let the first blow be administered in the 
direction we have hinted at, and for awhile we can afford to walt. Something 
must be donet Ip two months we shall have the great battles between King 
and Heenan, and Mace and Ryall, coming upon ua, and they must come off 
without let or hindrance ; and come off they would, if the authorities were as- 
aured that something was boing done towards divesting the Ring of its 
ropulsive features. We have from the first written in this strain. 
our earnest advocacy of a better principle has at last taken the desired effect 
and stirred up our contenyporaries, We trust they will now work earnestly in 
the good cause, and endeavour to do their best towards effecting a more 
desirable state of things in the Prize Ring, and finding a clear stago for the 
December performances. There will be many, who, after having read the 
recent article in Bell's Life, ond the comments thereon in the columns of 
its daily contemporaries, will applaud the decision of the Oxfordshire magistrates; 
but they will do well to reflect: on the facts, In August last Travers and Dillon 
fought their battle within the limits of the jurisdiction of the Oxfordshire wise- 
acres. Mr, Holt, on that occasion was there, in his capacity of representative 
of a public journal, and Messrs. Langham, Hicks, Alec Keene, &c., &., were 
thero, seconding and abetting. This was the only charge that could possibly 
be made out. A more rospectable attendance at the ring-side or a better con- 
ducted fight never was seen in Englang. There was no rioting, no disturbance, 
and no misdemeanour to complain of. The clever justices of Oxfordshire deemed 
the offence of fighting on their ground sufficiently strong to warrant the com- 
mitment of several highly-respectable men. Never was there before so great 
& stretch of authority; but, as we have sald, it is a certainty that those en- 
trusted with the measuring out of justice in Oxfordshire have been biased by the 
late disgraceful acts of disgraceful members of the P,R, ;and not only have these 
acts had so painful an influence in this matter, but ee also materially inter- 
fered with the fights we have this week to chronicle, for they kept a largo 
number of respectable ring-goers from attending on the occasion of their 
settlement, With these preliminary remarks we will proceed to our descrip- 
tion of the events immediately undor our notice,

For months we have been anxiously anticipating its appear- 
ance, and now that it is fairly before us we must confess to experiencing a 
sad disappointment, for the production does not realise the high expectations 
we had formed We find no faulf with the scenery, nor with the acting, nor 
with the mechanical appliances of the stage; but there is something wanted in 
the tout ensemble, which leaves much tobe desired ot the fall of the curtain 
We are told by the playbills that we are to behold a * grand choral tragedy,’ 
but we only get a panorama and a monologne; both beautiful, but neither 
sublime. Wehad expectations of witnessing a chef d'wuvre by Telbin, but we 
turn from it to his “Lakes of Killarney,” and it suffers by the comparison; 
we are compelled to withdraw. We had seen Mr. Phelps in a line 
of character which led us to believe that his Manfred would be 
something extraordinary, and we felt disappointed when we find 
it a very ordinary AEN gral The reputation of Bishop naturally 
awakens hopes of ® musical treat, but the melodies he has woven about 
“Manfred " will not bear comparison with his other works. These are a few 
of the particulars which tended to make us disappointed with the production

It is a sad pity, for the expenses gono toin the proms 
must have been enormous, for everything is on the moat elaborate sca e : oe 
the opening scene to the last there is a succession of grand pictures, bu in ai 
is an awful monotony about the setting of them, and their reputation will no 

fill the house. Unaccompanied by dramatic movement, the grandest effect 
must fail, and as there are no dramatic effects in “ Manfred,” failure must 
inevitably be the result. A. very different audience assembles withia 
the walls of a theatre to that which we should find at the Egyptian or 
St. James's Hall, and the play-goer will not be satisfied with the entertainments 
of the latter places, however magnificent they may be. Drury-Lane is essen- 
tially the resort of play-goers, in the very widest sense of the term, and there- 
fore it is idle to expect that the entertainment of “Manfred” will be relished 
within its walls. On Saturday last the house was crowded to overflowing, 
and before seven o'clock every available foot of room from which a view of 
the stage could be obtained, had its occupant. The first piece, “Gone to 
Texas,” might as well have been acted in Texas for all the audience cared, 
and it ‘therefore passed off as first pieces usually doon such occasions. Atlength 
the curtain rose on tie piece of the night, and expectation rose to boiling point. 
The first ovation was awarded to Mr. Phelps, who, on his entrance, was greeted 
with such a burst of cheoring as is seldom heard within the walls of a theatre. 
‘The enthusiasm was unbounded, and it was many minutes before the 
business of the scene could be got on with. As we have said, Mr. 
Phelps did not appear as much at home as we have been in the 
habit of seein im. He seemed painfully conscions of wearying 
this audience, and could not but be alive to the fact of his appearing at a dis- 
ndvantage. His speeches, however, were very beautifully cohveret pera 
perhaps, than any other living actor could have pronounced them—but stil 

not sufficiently well to kill the monotony of the surrounding adjuncts of tho 
scenes. Mr. Ryder, as the Abbot of St. Maurice, delivered his fow speeches 
with his usual effect, and Mr. A. Raynor, as the Chamois Hunter, did all that 
could be dono with the part. From the many manifestations of approval 
showered upon him on Saturday, and since then, it is only right to assame 
that this legitimate actor has at last assumed his true position with an 
audience capable of appreciating him. Miss Rose Leclercq looked the small 
part of Astarte, and Miss Falconer did all that could be done with the 
chatacter of Nemesis. The Messrs. Poole, Nott, and Heywood sang very 
delightfully, and ‘Mr. Swift deserves praise for the manner in which he 
chaunted the music falling to the lot of Auster, The band and music were 
faultless. Beyond this we have nothing to praise or censure, 


COVENT GARDEN. 

{tsa Louisa Pyne and Mr. W. Harrison inaugurated their eighth and last 
anglish re season at this house on Monday last, under the auspices of the 
King of the Greeks and the Prince and Princess of Wales. Contrary to their 
nsual rule, they commenced with a new opera, the subject being “ The Desert 
Flower,” the libretto by Messrs, A. Harris and T. J. Williams, and the music 
by Vincent Wallace.

North American Indians are transferred to 
Guinea, and talk Fennimore Cooper, fand allusions are made to an “ oracle " 
with a freedom which could only be expected in an Eastern story. We shall 
not trace the tale for many reasons, the chief being that we do not think we 
gould if we would, We, however, discovered in it some faint resemblance to 
the narrative of the famous Pocahontas, but it is not intelligible enough to 
bear any strong resemblance to the tale of that heroine. So much for the plot. 
Of the music we can speak in terms of the highest praise, although we cannot 
congratulate Mr, Wallace on the production of a work which will bear com- 

rigon with his famous “ Maritana.” It is, however, due to the composer to 
say that he is fettered by the tale, and that he has treated it as successfully as 
could be expected. Two beautiful morceaux fell to the share of Miss 
Louisa Pyne, one, entitled ‘‘ The Woodbird’s Lay," and the other ‘‘ Why throbs 
this heart," both of which must perforce become very popular,. The first was a 
marvellous feat of vocal skill, the flood of notes being given with wondrous 
distinctness and precision. The enthusiasm it elicited was unbounded—in 
fact, it was the making of the opera. The second is a lovely ballad, and will 
rank high among the best efforts of the composer. Mr. Harrison has. two 
songs which are peculiarly adapted to him, and Messrs. Corri and Weiss aro 
avell cared for. The. orchestra, under Mr, Mellon, was faultless, and the 
scenery, by Mr. Grieve, worthy of all commendation. The opera was an un- 
doubted success,

THE CRICKET SEASON OF 1863. 


(Written Expressry ror THe ‘ Innusrrarep Srortrna News.") 


Last week I gave the batting averages of the county of Nottingham, and 
offered some observations upon tho doings of that shire in the cricket-fleld 
during the past season; also “ promising” in this article to give some further 
statistics with respect to the bowling of the Notts men. The most successful 
of the Notts bowlers have undoubtedly been Jackson, Wootton, Grundy, and 
Tinley. In fact, these ate the only men almost that have attempted to bowl; 
if exception is made to the young hands, McIntyre and Smith. Jackson has, 
obtained the largest number of wickets—55; then follow George Wootton, 
Tinley (slow), and Grundy, with 80, 26, and 23 respectively, Iam speaking 
now of the averages of the whole season. cIntrye, the * Colt,"~—of whom in 
my report of the Notts Oolts' match, in April last, [ spoke so favourably—has 
turned out, for one so young, a “regular ripper," and will, I have nodoubt, prove 
& valuable addition to the bowling strength of his county, Since the Volts’ 
match, when I alluded to the awkwardness of his delivery, he has improved 
wonderfully, and now he has as good a delivery and as fair as it is 
possible for any man to have with a pace so fast. Some of the Notts 
Hleven inform me that he is no bowler at ail—that he never knows 
when to pitch his balls, and that sometimes hoe will actually bang ‘em 
down about four yards from his feet and send ‘em spinning over the batter's 
head. I believe there is some truth in this; but heis very young, and, like all 
other players, time will learn him better, Of this I am persuaded, tha, if his 
balls had as good a pitch’as Grundy's or Wootton's, he would take all before him 
as it would be absolutely impossible to play him, owing to his quickness, which 
is really tremendous, requirmg all the endeavours of wo long stops to prevent 
byes being obtained. Smith of Gosham, also a “ Colt,” has not turned out so 
well as was expected of him, although he bowled remarkably well in the 
“Colts of England Match” against the M.0.C, His delivery in the first place 
does not recommend him, and although he is fast and stnaight, he 
has not the pitch of a first-rate bowlerre There is another “Colt” 
bowler about whom I should like to offer a few remarks — Al- 
fred Shaw, of Burton Joyce, Alfred Shaw played in the return 
“Colts" match in September last, on the Trent Bridge Ground, when his 
bowling was really magnificent, attracting universal attention, In fact, I, 
myself, was completely surprised that a bowler of his qualifications had not 
been heard of, to advantage, before; but it is said that the playing in “ Colt's 
Match,” at Notts, goes by favour sometimes and not by real merit. Perhaps 
this may have been the case in this instance, Shaw bowled, as I have said; 
magnificently, His pace is medium, his pitch is excellent, and he is always on 
the spot—Richard Daft, in fact, considers him ¢ie bowler of the season. To 
bowl Richard clean is not a feat to be sneered at, and this Shaw did, 
sending him a regular bailer, which no man in England could have 
played except by chance, and Richard Daft never plays by chance, 
always by rule, Shaw, I am told, on good authority, will be played 
for his county next year, and J think cannot fail to be suecesstul. 
Charley Brampton was “tried” for four overs i the return miatch 
with Yorkshire; but he did not obtain a wicket. Brampton’s forte is batting, 
not bowling, although he does well for school practice, 1 am not aware of any- 
thing further that I can say with respect to the bowling of the past season, 
and will therefore give the averages, premising first that those only are given 
who have played in two or more mawhes:—

LIVERPOOL. 

Great WrestTLtxc Maton ror £50 between Groner Scort, or Lrverpoor, 
anp Grorce Maxwett, or Rowciirre.—Notwithstanding the very unfavour- 
able state of the weather, about 500 persons assembled at the “ Derby," 
West Derby-road, Liverpool, on Monday last, to witness the wrestlin; 
match (Cumberland and Westmoreland style), for £50, between George 
Scott, of Liverpool, and George Maxwell, of Roweliffe, the champion of the 
Carlisle ring. Immediately on articles being drawn up and a deposit for. 
warded to Bell's Life, both men betook themselves to active training; George 
Scott receiving his tuition and preparation at the hands of the scientific Jame: 
Scott, the 11stchampion of England, and was on Saturday last well within weight 
Maxwell was placed under the care of Dick Wright, of Longtown, but the 
latter meeting with an accident, his preparation was completed by a brother 
of the eelebrated Dick. Maxwell arrived in Liverpoo] on Monday week, and 
took up his quarters at Mr. James Robinson's, London-road, where he was 
visited by his numerous friends. Of Maxwell's performances we know but 
little, with the exception, of his having proved successful In winning the 
tirst prize at Carlisle in the present year,’ when the wrestling capabilities 
he then displayed soon found him supporters for the present match. 
George Scott has on many occasions proved himself a very clever wrestler— 
having won the first prize for 11st men at Liverpool, in 1860; firat prize for 11st 
men ut Hornsey Wood House, London, on Good Friday last; first prize for men 
of all weights at Liverpool, last Whitsuntide; besides winning some twelve 
minor prizes, Everything passed off very smoothly until about a fortnight ago, 
when some anxiety was experienced in consequonce of Bell's Life stating that 
they did not know from whom they had received the first two deposits, which 
increased on Saturday last, in consequence of the final deposits not being ac- 
knowledged in their issue of Saturday. Scott produced a receipt for a registered 
letter for £15, and his friends were very loth indeed in allowing the match to 
proceed, through Maxwell not being able to produce any acknowledgment of 
the receipt of his money: This hitch, however, was finally settled, and the 
next ceremony was that of weighing (both men being conflued to lst 8b), 
Scott being the first to ct when he was passed “all serene.” Not so wit 
his opponent, for on stepping into the scale he was found 1 Jb over weight. 
There being no stated time for weighing, he was compelled to don his 
sweaters, and, after running four or five miles, he had reduced his 
bulk by about three-quarters af a pound, which was ultimately allowed 
him by Scott. Speculation on the issue of the match had beer very 
brisk, both at Liverpool and Carlisle, at evens, Scott for choice— 
and in some instances his friends laid 5 and 6 to4on their “pet.” Wil: 
liam Jameson, of Penrith, officiated ag referee ; Robert Iveson, of Whitehaven, 
acting a3 umpire for Maxwell, and Jem Scott (@@hampion) Alling the same oftice 
for George Scott. All preliminaries having been arranged, both men “ peeled 
off,” the condition of each producing a buzz of admiration, and reflecting credit 
on their respective mentors, Ou the men being delivered ready for action, 
Scott's partisans wore very industrious in their endeavours to get their pioces 
on, in most cases having to lay slight odds. Very little time was lost in trying 
to get a hold, Maxwell succeeding in bringing Scott down by the back heel, 
right leg. 'Tén minutes was allowed for breathing, when the men faced each 
other for the second round, Maxwell, shifty, tried the back heel, but Scott was 
all there, and threw Maxwell cleverly by the left leg strike, and right buttock, 
each man thus scoring a fall, The plaudits of the spectators were deafening. 
In the third attempt, for third fall, both men displayed a thorough knowledge 
of the science of wrestling. Maoxwell endeavoured to ‘ hipe™ Scott, who, how- 
ever, rah eee him, succeeded in putting on the “ hench,” and brought his oppo- 
nent to grief, scoring two falls out of three, to tho great discomfiture of the 
Maxwellites, who looked very blue. On time being called for the fourth fall, 
both appeared very anxious to try conclusions, for no time was lost before 
both got ao hold, Maxwell aguin trying the back heel with no success. Scott 
was not to be caught napping, and turning his opponent half round, threw him 
with a cléver “hipe,” thus winning the first tliree of flve falls. At the con- 
clusion he was very warmly cheered by his partisans, they having no occasion 
to regret the contidence reposedin him. Immediately after a cessation of the 
excitement at the termination. of the match, about forty competitors enterad 
thering to compete for money prizes, given by the Wrestling Committee. 
Some very good play was made, more especially between Beckton und Max- 
well, Jem Scott and Rainford, Rowlinson, and Cooper, and George Maxwell 
and Jameson.

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THES CRYSTAL PALACE POULTRY SHOW. 


On Saturday a private view of the Poultry Show atthe Crystal Palace, which 
commenced on Monday and continued the three following days, was afforded 
to the Press and some few privileged a after the judges had concluded 
their inspection and mado their awards. 

The position of the building devoted to the exhibition was the basement on 
the northern side of the staircase leading to the central transept, in continua- 
tion of the department devoted to machinery and implements, and abutting 
oa the upper terrace of the gardens. This was fitted with pens under tre 
direction of Mr. Honghton, the secretary of the club, under whose auspices 
the show was collected, of which no less a number than one thousand and two 
were entered for eompetition. 

The poultry classes consisted of 86 pens of Spanish, 105 Dorking, 54 Cochin 
China, 24 Brahma Pootra, 69 game fowl, 75 Hamburgh, 18 Polish, 4 Malay, 66 
bantams, 3 ducks, 10 geaso, 8 turkeys, 4 ornamental waterfowl, 12 pheasants 
of various kinds, and 53 other varieties. 

Of pigeons there were 59 pens of pouters, 52 carriers, 12 dragons, 14 almond 
tumblers, 36 of mottled or other shortfaced birds, 16 Jacobines, 13 owls, 9 
nuns, 21 turhits, 12 fantails, 13 barbs, 12 magpics, 16 trumpeters, 17 Spanish 
and Leghorn runts, and 24 new varieties, with 105 rabbits, 

The general character of the show was described by the judges to be a very 
great improvement on preceding ones, 80 far as its general excellence was con- 
cerned, there being fewer poor specimens than usual on such occasions, whilst, 
on the other hand, the points of excellence were so graat and equal in some of 
the classes, more especially in tho Brahma Pootra, Dorking, and Spanish 
classes, that it became a very difficult question to decide which pens carried 
off the palm, The gold and silver-laced bantams wero exceedingly pretty and 
attractive. as were also some very beautiful specimens of the “duck-wing ” 
breed. The grey and mottled geese and turkeys were in fine condition, and 
the show of ducks was without question exceedingly fine, some of the Ayles- 
bury being very little smaller than ordinary-sized geese, Some of the orna- 
mental waterfowl and the gold and silver pheasants had their plumage in 
beautiful order, and proved a source of great atiraction, The pigeons were 
without doubt & very choice selection, and 
although we were unable, being no ver 
great adepts in ornithology, to distinguis 
“kites” from ‘“agates,” “dans” from 
* grigzles,” “ Jacobins " from “ nuns,” 
“turbots"” from ‘barbs, or “ trumpe- 
ters" from “ priests," “ gcchanrele’ 
“ wonga-wongas,” or * satinettes,” still 
it could not fail to be obseryed that they 
were all very bequtiful specimens of their 
respective classes, and it is really no 
Btretch of imagination to say that there 
were some vieegns very little smaller 
in size than the ordinary barn-door fowls, 
The rabbits were also generally considered 
a fair average specimen, The following 
were the awards of the principal prizes:

Every day sees some 
shooting vacated, which, with favourable weather, would have yielded well 
for somo time yet. This week wo have not a single note from the moors; the 
pirds are very strong anc wild, and contrive to keep out of gunshot. In some 
forests, however, capital sport has heen met with, a considerable number of 
splendid stags having been brought down, Captain Horatio Ross, writing 
to Mr. Snowie from Glendibidale, says— 

“On Saturday last, the 10th inat., we finished stag-shooting, and closed the 
geason by a good shot ata stag in perfect condition, weight 15 stones. Our 
sport has been first.rate; indeed, considering that the forest of Dibidale and 
Corrie-Valigan is only by Measurement 7,000 acres, it is altogether unprece- 
dented. ‘The cause of such Sport is the setting in of cold, stormy weather, on 
the 7th of August, and its continuance ever since. Tho regular course here is,

FIGHT BETWEEN BALDWIN (COOPER'S BIG 'UN) 
AND MARSDEN, FOR £200.

A clue to his character ‘may be formed from the fol- 
lowing incident :~During the fight between the little ones, someone seeing the 
Waterford Giant near the ring, remarked to him on the excellence of the ight, 
when Paddy, in his melancholy crawl, said, * I don’tlike to see it,” and walked 
away. We think that the prize-fighter who does not like to see a prize-tight had 
best get out of the profession as soon as possible. The Big 'Un must sull stick 
to the cultivation of potatoes, for he will never make a pugilist, Marsden ia a 
promising lad, and. we hopo to see him properly tried, feeling assured that 
there is stuff in him. He is an immense hitter, and at ciice ingeatiated himself 
in the good opinion of all who saw him. %

‘The prisoners Findley, Brown, Tyler, and Hoit, who pleacei not 
guity, were undefended. Travers, Langham, Oliver, Hicks, Dillon, aud Webb 
pleaded gnilty. The jury found the former guilty, and the whole batch were 
sentenced to ten days’ imprisonment. During t..6 evening & disturbance took 
place in the town, and several university and townsmen were eased of their 
watches, suspicion pointing very strongly to some characters who were attracted 
to the trial and had not left the town.

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HOW THE PRIZE RING IS DISGRACED. 


Newcasrie—-A couple of those disgusting pugilistic exhibitions which 
materially tend to disgrace the. British Prize nine were attempted to be 
brought to a conclusion in the North on Sunday morning last. We cannot find. 
words of adequate severity to condemn such diabolical and unwarrantable 
acts of sacrilege, and we are only sorry the offenders were not speedily cap- 
tured and cohdemned to suffor the ignominy of their uuprincipled conduct and 
blackguardism. ‘The first event was attempted to be sottled at a place called 
Whitemarepool, in the vicinity of Gateshead, the priacipals being Thomas 
Todd, of Usworth, and B. Onions, of Gateshead, for a stake of 20 sovs. It was 
agreed the fight should be decided on Sunday morning last, when nearly 1,000 
persons assembled to witness the exciting nature of tho milL The affair, how- 
ever, having got wind, the * Bines” were quickly on tlio scent, and we are giad 
to say the Sabbath morning’s pugilistic spectacle \vas brought to an issue 
much éarller than the mob anticipated, Todd is the sme individual who offi- 
ciated as one of the seconds in the fatal fight which took place at Vawuriha 
short time ago. The other combat was, to all intents and purpoxes, the must 
beastly of the two, and the manner in whioh the princ.pals attempted to bring 
matters to a crisis merits the heaviest censure, Both |isiong to Newcastle, and 
are noted and notorious terrors to society. Hostilities »egan about 38 pm. on 
Sunday afternoon last, in a place called }'réeman's Fic!d, situated at Jesmond, 
Newcastle, where the crowd was fearful. The police were soon on the spot,
